The Cabinet company was 
so extensive that it had nine branches 
and each of them, or the manager thereof, 
secured loans from the bank to the amount 
of $270,000 more on unsecured notes, al- 
though since the suspension of the bank it ap- 
pears that the company has executed to Theo- 
dore Haughey, as trustee, a mortguge for 
$250,000, 

There are people here who profess they do 
not understand why the mortgage was not ex- 
ecuted at the time the money was negotiated, 
while others declare they do not understand 
how a bank acting under the national bank- 
ing law could loan virtually $860,000 to one 
concern when the law says the bank shall not 
lend more than $30,000, or 10 per cent of its 
capital stock, to any one person or concern. 
They forget that the Maverick Bank of Bos- 
ton and the National Marine of New York did 
similar business, although the Maverick man- 
agers are today behind the bars of a State 
prison for their transactions. 

Then there are the Indianapolis Glue com- 
pany and the Indianapolis curled hair 
works, operated principally by the Haughey 
family, which used the funds of the bank for 
the ad vancement of their business, and it 
does not appea that the two concerns were 
required to givp any security on their loans, 
which is required of outsiders.

A Witness Tells of the Accident. 


F. W. Thompson, an artist at the World's 
Fair, was an eye-witness to the accident. He 
said: “Isaw Mr. Cutler shoot overboard 
and rushed at once to the stern and saw him 
struggling in the water. I wondered at the 
delay in lowering a boat and went to the Cap- 
tain and asked why this was the case. I was 
informed by him that I was ‘ talking through 
my hat’ and that there was no man over- 
board. The others of the crew jeered at any 
one who asked them to do something to 
rescue the man, saying that it was all a joke 
and there was no man lost. On the return 
trip Capt. McNelley apologized for the man- 
ner in which he spoke to me, while the crew 
endeavored to persuade the other passengers 
that it would have been impossible to save 
Mr. Cutler, as a boat could not live in sucha 
sea.” 

The intelligence of Mr. Cutler’s drowning 
was borne to his wife by Mr. Conroy. Mrs. 
Cutler was so overcome by the news that her 
condition was considered critical for awhile. 

Mr. Conroy, speaking of the unfortunate 
affair, said with manifest emotion: “It was 
all over in the twinkling of an eye. At Cut- 
ter’s suggestion we went out on the cabin deck 
and k seats on the wheel-house. The sea 
was rough and the vessel tossed violently. I 
considered our position a dangerous one and 
told Cutler we had better get farther in on 
the deck. ‘There’s no danger, John,’ he 
replied; ‘the view is splendid here, and I 
would rather stay where we are.’ I could 
not agree with him, however, and accord- 
ingly took a chair down on the deck, where I 
would feel safer and yet beable to talk with 
him. I had scarcely made the change when 
Cutler complained of feeling ill. Simultane- 
ously he stepped down on the deck and,

THEY WILL SHIP NO MORE CURRENCY. 


Bankers of Buffalo Decide on That Course 
May Pay Out No Money. 
Burrato, N. I., Aug. 6.—[Special.}|—The 
Clearing House committee of the local banks 
has decided to stop all currency payments, as 
the banks of New York, Boston, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and other money 


centers have refused to send money to this 


city. Twenty leading banks join in thedecision 


and it will go into effect to-morrow. Whether 


any currency shall be paid out will be left in 
the discretion of cashiers. The city banks 
will also refuse to send money to country 
banks. This action 1s taken because a great 
deal of money has been withdrawn and hoard- 
ed in safe deposit vaults and elsewhere. City 
bankers estimate that at least 51,000,000 
has been thus withdrawn from local circula- 
tion since the stringency set in, There is also 
no danger of a run on any of the local banks, 
as all have banded together and can thus stem 
over any excitement. 

Bavrrmore, Md., Aug. 6.—[Special, ]|—Lead- 
ing * dealers here have received from 
their Western correspondents copies of cir- 
culars sent out by them to farmers advising 
shipments and consignments to Baltimore, 
because the banks here were prepared to care 
for their customers, Under such influences 
there was anincrease in the grain business.

Gigantic Scheme Worked Up by Populists 
and Free Silverite Leaders. 

Since the close of the silver convention Mr. 
George F. Washburn of Boston, Mass., Chair- 
manof the Eastern Division, National com- 
mittee, People’s party, and Col. A. C. Fisk of 
Denver, Colo., President of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Bimetallic Association, together with 
other prominent Populists of the West, have 
been in daily consultation with government 
officials, bankers, capitalists, and railroad 
men of the West devising a gigantic 
railroad scheme of government ownership. It

COLUMBIA’S RELAY RACE A FAILUR 


Bad Roads, a Head Wind, and Absence of 
Relief the Cause, 

The Columbia Wheelmen’s 100-mile relay road 
race yesterday was a failure. The race was run 
over the Elgin and Aurora course and was re- 
markable for its series of mishaps and hard luck 
for the farty wheeImen who rode in pairs over 
bad roads and against a head wind and clouds of 
dust. The race was given up when almost fin- 
ished for some unknown reason by the men who 
were to ride one of the last five-mile relays of the 
course, 

It was exactly 9 a. m. nen president Scheltes 
gave the written dispatch to Fred Nessel, who 
rode the first five miles in less than fourteen min- 
utes. If this rate could have been kept up the 
race would have been ended in less than the five 
hours, the time estimated. By some mistake sev- 
eral of the riders failed to be at their posts and 
compelled the man they should have relieved to 
ride a double relay. Beside the mistakes there 
were several accidents caused by the rough roads.

It makes no difference 
now what they have done, for the United 
States cannet force them to retrace, their 
steps. What is wanted is present action, not 
talk, to meet an exigency, and that action 
such as makes it certain that the government 
will not let the currency slump to the silver 
standard of 54-cent money. 

Congress should repéal those sections of 
the Sherman law which relate to silver pur- 
chases. How future silver additions to the 
currency may be made—by theWindom plan, 
if a better cannot be devised—must be settled 
at alater day. Then the Secretary of the 
Treasury must be authorized to sell gold 
bonds enough to provide an ample stock of 
the yellow metal, the presence of which in the 
government vaults will satisfy the people that 
the dollars which they hold or which banks or 
debtors hold for them will be 100-cent dol- 
lars then and thereafter. Then when there 
was a special demand for more money the 
banks could furnish it without difficulty and 
with perfect safety by allowing them to issue 
notes to the amount of their government 
bonds, 

These things can all be done in a month. 
By the beginning of September Congress can 
adjourn to meet in December. Then the 
Democrats can wrestle with the tariff to their 
hearts’ content, and this paper will be ready 
to try conclusions with them, This is no 
time, however, to talk about free wool or free 
iron, specific orad valorem duties, the ad- 
vantages of free trade or the benefits of pro- 
tection.

The Executive committee of the Populist 
party has issued an address, published yester- 
day, indorsing the action and aims of the free 
coinage convention. It says it does so be- 
cause the convention not only repudiated the 


money but unanimously committed itself to 
the principle which the Populists have long 
held and cherished "—namely: “ That law 
alone makes money and that the stamp of the 
government converts 60 cents’ worth of silver 
into a dollar equal to any gold dollar.“ 

The silverites will gain about as much from 
the Populist support as did the horse which 
the fable tells us asked the aid of a man in 
battling with a stag. The stag was beaten off, 
but ever afterwards the horse was a slave. 
The Populists are indorsmg the movement for 
free silver because its success would gain half 
of the issue to nothingness for which they are 
contending. With free silver coinage of 371- 
grain dollars at the rate demanded by the con- 
vention the dollar unit would be worth be- 
tween 50 and 60 cents, whereas the money

On the other hand, if the country were 
carpeted a foot deep with the kind of stuff the 
Populists propose to have issued they would 
discover soon that it was far from adequate

HOW TO MAKE A NUISANCE OF SILVER. 

Another solution of the silver problem has 
been proposed which is, like some other solu- 
tions, satisfactory to the proposer, but which 
in the light of experience and common sense 
is quite valueless, It is that all the $1 and 
$2 paper notes be withdrawn from circula- 
tion, whereupon, in the opinion of the author 
of the solution, standard silver dollars would 
flow out of the Treasury and fill the void 
created by the retiring of the smal! notes, at 
the same time satisfying the demands of the 
silver producers. Incidentally the author of 
this scheme called attention to the fact that 
in other commercial countries small paper 
notes are not allowed to be issued. 

In the first place the silver producers would 
scoff at the suggestion. The total amount of 
greenback and one and two Treasury notes in 


| Circulation does not exceed $22,000,000. 


How would the silver producers be benefited 
if 22,000,000 of silver dollars in the Treas- 
ury were put afloat and $22,000,000 of one 
and two dollar bills were retired from circu- 
lation? They would look on it as a ridiculous 
scheme which would not increase the demand 
for their inetal by a single ounce, 

The people would suffer, however. They 
would be deprived of small notes which they 
are using all the time, and would be re- 
quested to use great chunks of silver instead 
of them, which they would not. From 1878 
to 1886 the government made desperate ef. 
forts to force the standard silver dollars on 
the people for physical circulation, but with- 
out success, When more than sixty millions 
were put out they flowed back into the Treas- 
ury. The government ceased reissuing the 
$1 and $2 greenbacks to compel the people 
to use the silver dollars, but they would not 
do it. They hung onto the small notes until 
they were worn out. The Treasury shipped 
silver dollars to remote parts of the country, 
but they quickly came back. Finally in 1886 
they had to issue silver certificates of low de- 
nominations, and the people used them at 
once and ever since. 

Any attempt to crowd more silver dollars 
in place of paper money upon the citi- 
zens of this country would be an utter failure. 
They would be seriously annoyed by the loss 
of the small notes if they could be withdrawn 
from circulation; which would take place 
very slowly. They would not submit to the 
greater annoyance of loading themselves up 
with silver. The latter would become a greater 
nuisance than it is now, apd the people who 
are willing to use it in its paper form but not 
its metallic form would he tempted to repudi- 
ate it utterly as money on account of weight, 
bulk, and clumsiness. 


A SHORT-SIGHTED PROPOSITION. 
A Democratic Congressman insists that 


should be coine at once and put into circu- 
lation and thus relieve the money strin- 
gency.“ The bullion now in the Treasury 
would make about 165,000,000 54-cent dol- 
lars. He who talks of coining that quantity 
of dollars at once talks nonsense. The 
total number of pieces coined at the mint 
during the last fiscal year did not exceed 
115,000,000. Therefore if the coinage of 
gold, of subsidiary silver, and of five-cent and 
one-cent pieces were abandoned, to the great 
inconvenience of the people, it would take 
about a year to convert half the silver bullion 
into standard dollars. The money stringency’’ 
will be over long before that if Congress will 
do its duty. In the next place that stringency 
would be intensified, not abated, by an out- 
pouring of 54-cent dollars, with no additions 
of gold to the Treasury stock to satisfy the 
community that thecheap silver dollars would 
be kept at par. It is bad enough to have in 
the Treasury silver bullion which cannot be 
used to redeem the notes paid out for it, but 
it would be infinitely worse to convert that 
bullion into 371-grain silver dollars worth 54 
cents and issue them as worth 100 cents. 
That would be a watering of the currency, 
and monetary stringencies are not relieved in 
that way. Furthermore, that bullion isa re- 
serve, though an unavailable one, for the 
Treasury notes. To coin it without with- 
drawing them would leave them even more 
** uncovered than they are now. 


HOLMAN OF INDIANA. 

Congressman Holman of Indiana has been 
making a tour of his district to find out what 
his constituents think about the financial situ- 
ation. He discovers that while they are in 
favor of the repeal of the Sherman law they 
are not in favor of abolishing silver money, 
which, it may be observed, is something 
which no one is proposing to do. Mr. Hol- 
man says also: 

Repeal the State bank tax law and money will 
be as plenty as beech leaves. I am uncom- 
promisingly opposed to the repeal of that lav. 
We are not ready to return to wildcat money. 
Local currency tends to unséttle trade and to 
create incredulity in commercial centers. I have 
failed to find one man in my district who 
favors the repeal of the State bank tax. It will 
not be repealed in my opinion. I anticipate a 
heated fight “on this as well as the silver 
question, but the adherents of the State bank 
doctrine are few and comparatively weak. 


He is against State bank notes for the same 
reason that Senator Palmer is, because they 
are old enough to remember the ante-war shin- 
plaster days. Mr. Holman was born in Indi- 
ana seventy years agoand has spent all his 
life in the State in which he was born. Hence 
he was able to become intimately acquainted 
with the red dog, blue pup, and wildcat cur- 
rency: He wants no more of it.

BLAINE FOR J AN HONEST SILVER DOLLAR. 

The Populist Free Silver convention held 
here last week adopted resolutions demanding 
the opening of the mints to gold and silver 
at the old ratio of 16 to 1.“ meaning the 
opening of them to silver alone—for no owner 
of gold bullion would take it to.the mint to 
be coined—and the consequent flooding of the 
country with silver dollars with a purchasing 
power of only 54 cents. 

The Populist Free Silverites prefaced their 


demand for free coinage and a dishonest dol- 


lar with citations from speeches of Webster, 
Blaine, and Carlisle, which showed as they 
asserted that those eminent Americans were 
on the side of free coinage and dishonesty. 
Thus they quoted the following from Mr. 


Blaine’s speech made in the Senate in 1878 


when the silver question was under considera- 
tion, as a reason why the mints should be set 
to work coining 54-cent dollars to swindle 
both labor and capital: 

I believe gold and silver coin to be the money 
of the Constitution; indeed, the money of the 
American people anterior to the Constitution, 
which the great organic law recognized as quite 
independent of its own existence. No power was 
conferred on Congress to declare either metal 
should not be money. Congress has, therefore, 
in my judgment, no power to demonetize both. 
If, therefore, silver has been demonetized I am 
in favor of remonetizing it. If its coinage has 
been prohibited I am in favor of ordering it to be 
resumed. I am in favor of having it enlarged. 


It is dangerous to try to pervert records 
when the evidence of the perversion is so easi- 
ly obtained. When the Bland free coinage 
bill reached the Senate in 1878 Senator 
Allison submitted his substitute for the pur- 
chase of not less than $2,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion monthly. Mr. Blaine voted for 
that substitute, because it was less dangerous 
than free coinage, but he voted against the 
bill as amended and also voted in favor of 
sustaining the President’s veto. His reason 
for voting thus was that the 371-grain silver 
dollar was worth in gold early in 1878 but 92 
cents. Said he: 

What power then has Congress over gold and 
silver? It has the exclusive power to coin them ; 
the exclusive power to regulate their value— 
very great, very necessary powers, for the dis- 
ereet exercise of which a critical occasion has 
now arisen. However men may differ about 
causes and processes all will admit that within a 
few years a great disturbance has taken place in 
the relative values of gold and silver and that 
silver is worth less in the money markets of the 
United States in 1878 than in 1878. To remone- 
tize it now as tough essential conditions had not 
changed is willfully and blindly to deceive our- 
selves. If our demonetization were the only 
cause for the decline in the value of silver then 
remonetization would be its proper and effectual 
cure. But other causes beyond our control have 
been far more potentially operative than the 
simple fact that Congress prohibited its further 
coinage. As legislators we are bound to take 
cognizance of these causes. 

Thinking thus, Mr. Blaine offered an 
amendment increasing the number of grains 
of pure silver in the dollar to 382%, so as to 
make it intrinsically as valuable as a gold 
dollar. His amendment failed and he voted 
against the 92-cent dollar of the Bland-Alli- 
son bill. He was a bimetallist and there- 
fore he was opposed to the ratio of 16 to 1, 
which was a false one, and wished to substi- 
tute for it the then existing commerciil ratio. 
Mr. Blaine was for both silver and gold, not 
for silver alone, like the Populists. He was 
for honest money and they are not, and they 
are guilty of shameless impudence when they 
attempt by wrenching sentences from their 
context to make people believe that he ever 
advocated their mad ideas or said anything 
which could be pleaded in een of 
them. 

Daniel Webster did say that— 

Gold and silver, at rates fixed by Congress, con- 
stitute the legal standard of valuein this coun- 
try, and neither Congress nor any State has 
authority to establish any other standard or to 
displace that standard. 

But Mr. Webster did not say that Congress 
could or ought to fix a false rate of ratio. He 
did not say that Congress, having fixed a false 
ratio in 1834, should refuse to change it ata 
later day. Mr. Webster stated the admitted 
fact that Congress fixes the legal standard, but 
he wanted the legal standard, as did Hamilton 
and all other bimetallists, to be the actual 
commercial and not a fictitious one. Mr. 
Webster would not deny the legal power of 
Congress today to say that sixteen ounces of 
silver were worth oneof gold, but he would 
add that if the mints were thrown open to 
silver on that basis the government would be 
guilty of an atrociously dishonest act, Mr. 
Webster believed in the inviolability of con- 
tracts. He would not have sanctioned an act 
which would allow every debtor to violate his 
contract and pay his creditor only half what 
he owed him. Mr. Webster was, and would 
be now were he alive, for gold and silver 
and not, like the Populists who quote him as 
authority, for silver only. Mr. Webster was 
for honest money. The speech referred to 
was for hard money against shinplasters. 

The Populists quote from a speech made by 
Secretary Carlisle in 1878 in which he speaks 
of the evils which would follow the demone- 
tization of silver and thus attempt to use 
that statement asan argument for the free 
coinage of silver, and the consequent demone- 
tization of gold in this country. But Mr. 
Carlisle was not in favor of demonetizing 
gold then, noris he now. He wants to use 
both gold and silver. He is neither a gold 
nor a silver monometallist. The free coinage 
people are the latter, They hate gold because 
it is at par and love silver because it is cheap. 

The Populists must feel that their cause is a 
weak one or they would not try to support it 
by falsification and perversion. The thorough- 
going dishonesty of the Free Silverites shows 
itself in everything they do. They are trying 
to cheat the living, and they lie about the dead 
without hesitation. There is no truth in them. 


SILLY: TALK ABOUT “IMPEACHMENT.” 
Some of the wild attendants at the Populist 
free silver convention think that the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treasury ought 
to be impeached because the latter has ap- 
proved of the course of the Acting Director of 
the Mint in declaring that in making pur- 
chases of silver he will take the price in the 
London market into consideration, and in de- 
claring that he will not purchase the 2,100, 
000 ounces of silver which would be required 
to make up the total of 4,500,000 ounces 
which should have been bought in July. 

It is easy for a band of lunatics to cry out 
‘impeach him.” To do 80 is not 80 easy. 
It requires a majority in the House to sub- 
mit articles ofimpeachmentanda two-thirds 
vote in the Senate to sustain them. If, owing 


to the impracticability of the Senate, Con- 


gress should refuse to stop the silver pur- 
chases the President could stop them and 
yet have no fear of removai from office,

New Tonk, Aug. 7.—{Special.)—A San 
Francisco special to a morning paper here says 
the alleged looting of the Pacific Bank of San 
Francisco by the sons off old Dr. R. H. Me- 
Donald has caused a sensation there. The 
failure of the bank was bad enough with more 
than $1,500,000 loaned on poor 6 
and speculative investments, but the 
examination of the Bank Commissioners has 
brought to light peculiar transactions. The 
two brothers have obtained from the bank 
within four years fully $800,000. Young 
Richard McDonald had an ambition to be 
Governor of California, and he put up coin 
for Califoruia Illustrated Magazine in 
the hope that his contributions to this periodi- 
cal would help his political aspirations. He 
spent about $50,000, it is said, 
on the magazine, but on the books of 
the bank he has charged the periodical .with 
$17,000. The Los Angeles cable road cost 
young McDonald $380,000. He floated 
bonds for $580,000. On the John Brown 
colony the difference between what was actu- 
ally spent and what is charged on the bank’s 
books is $100,000. In other ventures dis- 
crepancies have been discovered which bring 
the total up to $800,000. It has also been 
discovered that just before the bank sus- 
pended young Richard secured coin and easil 
convertible bonds amounting to $97,000 
that this sum was taken to New York last 
week by McDonald’s confidential clerk, A. L. 
Jenkins. The only security for this money is 
old Dr. McDonald’s real estate, which is sup-

FEDERAL GOVERNMENT NEUTRAL, 


Revolutionists in Argentine Provinces Need 
Not Fear Interference.

Vatraraiso, Aug. 6.—[Copyright, 1898, by 
James Gordon Bennett. —A correspondent in 
Buenos Ayres telegraphs that Gov. Costa of 
the Province of Buenos Ayres is still shut up 
in the City of La Plata and has little chance 
of escaping. His forces are demoralized, and 
it is believed the siege will end within a few 
hours with the evacuation of the city by the 
Provincial Governor’s troops. Three thou- 
sand Civico Nacionales are encamped outside 
of the city ready to march into La Plata. 
They are well armed and have several bat- 
tgries of Gatling guns. 

Bosch, a member of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, asked the Cabinet to send a warship to 
La Plata to aid Gov. Costa in defending the 
city, but the request was not granted. Gov. 
Costa suffered the humiliation of having the 
r directly refuse to aid him. Mem- 

rs of the Cabinet informed his representa- 
tive that the national government would 
maintain a strict neutrality between the com- 
batants in the distur provinces, Gov, 
Costa is thoroughly frightened now that the 
national government has refused to aid him 
in controlling the province. With the strong 
force which the Civico Nacionales have near 
the city, the demoralization of hisown troops, 
and the refusal of aid from Buenos Ayres, his 
chances of winningaresmall, He hasasteamer 
anchored near the city and proposes to escape 
in it rather than run any changes of becom- 
. captive of the revolutionists, 

. Irigoyen, leader of the Radical party of 
Buenos Ayres, in an interview today said the 
Civico Nacionales, Radicals, and the national 
government were working together har- 
moniously. This view seems also to be taken 
by Cafferata, ex-Governor of Santa Fé, who 
was overthrown by the revolutionists. 
Cafferata declares the revolution is under the 
protection of and is being fomented by the 
members of President Saenz Pena’s Cabinet. 

The families of many of the followers of 
Gov. Costa have left the City of Buenos 
Ayres, fearing the Civico Nacionales troops 
may make trouble there.

LEADVILLE AS IT WAS AND m AND 
QAUSES OF THE OHANGE. 


First of the Strikes in California Guich 
Which Were Dwarfed in the Carbonate 
Discoveries, the Richest of Its Time 
Statistics of the Amount of Production 
~The Expenditure in the District«Men 
Out of Employment May Become a 
Howling Wilderness, 

Labin, Colo., Aug. 5.—[Special. 
There is but one Leadville * the 
There has never been another, and the chances 
are the one which now exists will be known 
only in history unless a radical change in 
the condition of affairs takes place within the 
next sixty days. At the end of that time the 
indications now are that the famous city of 
silver will be deserted. Two months ago this 
city contained a population of fully 20,000 
persons and was known as one of the great 
silver mining centers of the world. 

The discovery of California Gulch dates 
back to 1860. Something like $15,000,000 
of gold was taken from the bed of California | 
Creek before the main body of pioneer wealth 
seekers stampeded to more promising fields. 
A few, however, remained, to work out the 
destinies of the gold diggings as well as their 
own, impressed with the belief that the source 
of the precious mineral must surely be in the 
hills that hemmed in the gulf on three sides, 

Discovery of the Carhonates, 

A * era for California Gulch came six - 
teen years later, when after all of this patient 
search for gold-bearing rock in place the 
prospectors were rewarded by the discovery 
of deposits of lead carbonate ore, rich in its 
silver contents. 

After such long and patient toil the early 
discoverers of what has since been proven to 
be perhaps the richest ore zone on the conti- 
nent may be pardoned for their efforts to con- 
ceal their discovery until such time as they 
might patent their lands. In this they were 
successful for only a short time, as the influx 
of the fortune hunters soon began and by the 
Ist of January, 1877, the invasion of the 
gulch was on. 

By the close of 1878 not a fewer number 
than 1,500 people were clustered together in 
log cabins and tents. Then came the great 
stampede and the rapid transformation of the 
mining hamlet into a city of 30,000 souls | 
within a period of scarcely six months. 

The city was soon incorporated and began 
at once to take on all of the phases of metro- 
politan life. Leadville did not wait for the 
advent of the railroads, but at once supplied 
itself with many of the comforta of civilized 
life. Before the close of 1880 the Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad had pushed its way 
into the city. 

Change in the Scene, 

Looking down upon Leadville a few months 
ago one would have seen a wonderful city 
with its thousands of inhabitants, with its 
score of smelters and furnaces, with its army 
of miners, with its handsome business houses, 
with its banks and places of exchange, with 
its clubs and literary societies, with its 
churches and schools. 

But now all things have changed and all is 
as quiet as che grave, The mines have closed 
and the shafts, drifts, levels, and tunnels are 
deserted. 

Regarding the mining industries of the 
Leadville district there are 19,449 locations, 
of which number 8,803 have been patented, 
and 166 mines producing silver and the ac- 
companying minerals in greater or less 
quantities. The following table shows the
